THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Belmont,  in  the 
(X.  IS.)  County  of  Belknap,  in  said  /State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Hall's  Hall  in  said  Bel- 
mont on  Tuesday  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years. 

To  choose  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years. 

To  choose  one  Trustee  of  Public  Library  for  three  years. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  o:  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
for  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  Union 
Bridge,  so  called. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  building  and  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  its  Public  Library  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

b\  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  Memorial  Day  and  if  so,  how  much. 

7.  To  see  what  the  town  will  vote  to  do  with  its  Parson- 
age Fund. 

8.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  lighting  its  streets  for  the  ensuing  year. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Week. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  avail  itself  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  passed  at  the  1 905  session  of  the  Legislature 
entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  State  Aid  and  for  expenditures  of 
money  in  the  permanent  improvement  of  main  highways  through- 
out the  state,"  and  if  so  to  see  how  much  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  appropriate  for  said  purpose. 


11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  distribute  the  blank  inventories  at  the  time  they  examine 
the  property  to  be  taxed. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  Band  Concerts  daring  the  summer  months. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  on  all 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  July  1st  1922  and  if  so  how  much. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  sum  of  money  for  Mos- 
quito Bridge  debt,  and  if  so  how  much. 

15.  To  see  is  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  maintenance  of  the  lawn  around  monument 
and  if  so  how  much. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  Hospital  Aid 
Station,  and  if  so  how  much.

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SCHOOL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF   THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

To  the  Voters  of  Belmont: 

As  your  servants  it  once  more  becomes  our  duty  to  report 
the  condition  of  your  schools.  For  the  year  closed  June  30  '21, 
we  expended  a  total  of  §10,856.16.  This  included  High  School 
tuition,  and  on  231  pupils  is  nearly  $50.00  per  pupil.  Are  we 
getting  value  received  for  money  expended. 

Before  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  Sept.  the  Gale  building 
was  shingled,  a  new  cess  pool  built  and  some  repairs  made  at 
Ladd  Hill.  Schools  are  being  maintained  in  all  the  buildings  ex- 
cept Jamestown. 

In  some  districts  it  is  next  to  impossible  for  the  teacher  to  find 
a  boarding  place,  as  people  do  not  want  to  open  their  homes  to 
her.  Now  the  teacher  is  human  and  must  live  somewhere  and  if 
the  people  of  the  district  cannot  accommodate  her  they  must  not 
complain  if  their  school  is  closed  and  their  children  transported 
to  another  school.  Transportation  is  one  of  the  problems  that 
confronts  your  board  and  which  calls  for  a  large  outlay,  last  year 
81126.70  while  this  is  a  large  amount  we  feel  that  the  school  ad- 
vantages of  all  the  pupils  have  been  equalized  by  so  doing.  Fuel 
is  another  large  item  $1050.26.  Perhaps  a  different  heating  sys- 
tem in  some  of  the  buildings  might  save  on  fuel. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Ballard  of  the  Farm  Bureau,  Ur. 
Mc Murphy  the  school  physician,  and  the  School  Board,  a  nutri- 
tion class  for  underweight  children,  the  only  one  in  this  county, 
has  been  organized  at  Gale  school,  meeting  once  a  week.  While 
it  is  too  early  to  give  results,  much  improvement  is  shown  in  most 
cases.     There's  no  cost  to  the  district  for  this. 

The  hot  noonday  lunch  has  been  continued  this   winter.     This 
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is  one  of  the  best  things  in  our  schools. 

With  the  exception  of  fuel,  prices  of    all  school  necessities  are 
as  high  this  year  as  last. 

We  recommend  the  following  amounts  as  needed  for  next  year.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Belmont : 

The  enrollment  in  the  schools  does  not  vary  greatly  from 
year  to  year.  Last  year  there  were  in  all  the  schools  233  differ- 
ent pupils  registered.  The  average  membership  was  195.  There 
were  eleven  children  who  had  perfect  records  in  attendance  for 
the  entire  year.  I  call  your  attention  to  the  roll  of  honor  print- 
ed on  another  page.     Our  present  enrollment  is  185. 

In  addition  to  the  children  in  the  schools  of  the  district  there 
are  thirty-two  pupils  from  this  district  in  high  schools.

New  Hampton  Literary  Institution.

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The  changes  in  our  teaching  force  have  not  been  as  many  as 
is  sometimes  the  case.  We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  Miss  Cora 
Giff,  the  first  and  second  grade  teacher  at  the  Gale  school  at  the 
close  of  the  year  in  June,  but  we  were  fortunate  to  secure  the 
services  of  Miss  Lulu  Sawyer  of  Warner  for  this  position.  Miss 
Sawyer  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal  School  with  a  year's  ex- 
perience before  coming  to  us.  Miss  Helen  Gerrish  of  North- 
wood  succeeded  Miss  Mary  Kiddle  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade 
room.  Both  Miss  Sawyer  and  Miss  Gerrish  are  doing  very  good 
work.  In  our  outside  schools  the  only  change  was  ut  the  Union 
Miss  Lillian  Saunders,  a  former  teacher,  succeeding  Miss  Edith 
Stevens.  Miss  Saunders  was  obliged  to  give  up  this  school  at 
Christmas  and  Miss  Sibyl  Rickert  is  now  substituting.  The  dif- 
ficulty of  securing  a  boarding-place  for  the  teacher  in  this  com- 
munity is  a  handicap  to  this  school. 

There  were  thirty-six  weeks  of  school  last  year  in  all  our 
schools  with  the  exception  of  the  upper  grade  room  at  the  Gale. 
Two  weeks  were  lost  here  because  of  the  illness  of  the  teacher. 
In  spite  of  the  loss  of  time  the  work  done  in  this  room  was  of  a 
high  order.  Two  boys  in  this  room  were  able  to  do  the  two  years 
work  in  one,  and  one  of  these  boys,  Francis  Parent,  has  done  ex- 
cellent work  at  the  Seminary  this  year. 

As  usual,  closing  exercises  were  held  in  June  and  seventeen 
pupils  were  given  certificates  of  graduation.  These  exercises  were 
of  a  somewhat  different  nature  than  those  of  receut  years  but  were 
no  less  enjoyed,  and  gave  evidence  of  hard  work  on  the  part  of 
teachers  and  pupils.     The  following  pupils  received  certificates  :

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Eleven  of  these  pupils  entered  a  high  school.  We  have  rea- 
son to  be  proud  of  this  record. 

The  physical  examination  of  the  school  children  this  year 
has  been  made  by  Dr.  McMurphy  and  I  wish  to  testify  to  the 
thoroughness  with  which  this  work  has  been  done.  The  school 
board  in  its  report  has  called  attention  to  the  nutrition  class  which 
has  been  formed  at  the  Gale  school  for  underweight  children. 
Undernourishment  is  one  of  the  serious  defect*  found  in  school 
children  and  one  for  which  the  remedy  is  often  easily  found.  The 
success  of  this  work  will  depend  almost  wholly  upon  the  extent  to 
which  the  parents  cooperate. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  schools  last  year  apart  from  ad- 
ministration was  approximately  $11,000.00.  This  does  not  in- 
clude the  cost  of  al  cerations  of  old  buildings  nor  the  payment  of 
high  school  tuition.  To  meet  these  current  expenses  Belmont 
received  from  the  state  as  its  share  of  the  equalization  fund  a  lit- 
tle over  $5000.00.  The  last  legislature  so  revised  the  law  that  it 
is  necessary  for  a  district  to  tax  itself  more  heavily  before  becom- 
ing eligible  for  state  aid.  As  a  result  Belmont's  allotment  this 
year  is  about  4.000.00  only.  No  rebate  is  received  from  the  state 
for  high  school  tuition  paid. 

It  has  recently  been  suggested  that  Belmont  should  have  a 
high  school  of  its  own.  This  is  a  suggestion  altogether  worthy  of 
careful  consideration.  Without  doubt  a  local  high  school  would 
mean  and  bring  much  that  is  good  and  desirable  to  the  community 
life.  It  is  probable  that  more  children,  in  the  village  at  any  rate 
would  find  it  possible  to  attend  a  local  school  than  now  find  it 
possible  to  go  to  Tilton  or  elsewhere.  Children  could  be  at  home 
and  the  train  conveyance  with  its  undesirable  features  done  away 
with.  Unfortunately  Belmont  village  is  not  well  located  to  best 
serve  all  parts  of  the  town.  At  present  there  are  thirteen  pupils 
attending  the  Laconia  high  school.  These  children  can  reach  La- 
conia  more  easily  than  they  could  reach  the  village.  It  is  not 
probable  that  the  children  living  nearer  Laconia  could  all  be  de- 
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pended  upon  to  attend  a  local  school.  We  now  have  over  thirty 
children  in  high  schools.  I  judge  that  we  might  expect  an  en- 
rollment of  twenty-five  or  thirty  if  a  local  high  school  was  organ- 
ized. We  could  not  expect  to  draw  from  outside  of  Belmont  ex- 
cept from  a  part  of  Gilmanton  and  a  part  of  Canterbury.  The 
cost  of  high  school  tuition  this  year  will  be  about  82200.00.  It 
might  be  possible  to  maintain  a  high  school  after  once  it  had  be- 
come established  at  a  cost  of  from  $3000  to  $3500. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  many  who   have  had  a  part   in   making 
my  work  a  pleasure  during  the  past  year.
